Worthington 
pleads guilty 
and awaits 
sentencing

The man accused of killing a nurse 
and holding eight hostages during a 
standoff in a Sandy hospital mater- 
nity ward now awaits sentencing af- 
ter pleading guilty to reduced murder 
charges Monday. 

In a plea agreement with prosecu- 
tors, Richard L. Worthington, 40, 
pleaded guilty Monday to one count of 
felony murder, eight counts of aggra- 
vated kidnapping and an aggravated 
burglary charge. 

In court, Worthington said he was 
not entirely happy with the wording 
of some of the charges, but added, 
“Ym not sure I'll ever be happy.” 
Then he broke into tears. 

Defense attorney Andrew Valdez 
said he has not decided what sentence 
to ask for Worthington. 

In exchange, prosecutors agreed to 
dismissal of a capital murder charge 
which Worthington could have re- 
ceived the death penalty. 

Third District Judge Timothy Han- 
son scheduled sentencing March 26. 

Worthington could face up to 10 
sentences of life imprisonment. Salt 
Lake County Attorney David Yocom 
said he would ask for a 30-year sen- 
tence for the aggravated kidnapping 
charges and for a consecutive life sen- 
tence for the slaying of nurse Karla 
Roth. 

“T think the consensus of everyone 
is that death would not be a likely 
sentence in this case,” Yocom said. “I 
think justice is served anytime you 
can settle a case with very serious 
charges.” 

He said Worthington is preparing a 
statement of responsibility and re- 
morse to read at the sentencing.

draws white voters

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
— South African whites, bitterly di- 
vided over sharing power with 
blacks, turned out in huge numbers 
Tuesday for a referendum on ending 
centuries of racial domination. 

Most analysts forecast a victory for 
President F’.W. de Klerk and his re- 
forms, but exit polling was banned 
and the final results were not ex- 
pected until Wednesday evening. 

De Klerk, who has abolished major 
apartheid laws, needs, a victory to 
push ahead with his last and most im- 
portant reform: a new constitution 
extending full political rights to the 30 
million black majority. 

The president said he was opti- 
mistic. “I’m full of enthusiasm,” he 
said after voting in Pretoria. 

Election officials reported a surge 
of voters shortly before polls were 
due to close at 9 p.m., and voting was 
extended at some stations. Several 
stations nearly ran out of ballots, and 
many reported at least 80 percent 
turnout. 

“Never in 40 years have I seen peo- 


ple vote like this,” said Zach de Beer, 
leader of the Democratic Party, 
which supports the referendum. 

If the referendum fails, de Klerk 
has promised to resign, clearing the 
way for a whites-only general elec- 
tion. Pro-apartheid parties would be 
favored to win an election if de Klerk 
is defeated. 

The heavy turnout was expected to 
favor de Klerk, since voter apathy in 
the past has been attributed mainly to 
English-speakers who tend to be 
more liberal than Afrikaans-speaking 
whites. 

Liberal whites, who have tradition- 
ally opposed the government, pro- 
vided de Klerk with a key block of 
votes, though some were less than 
enthusiastic. 

Helen Joseph, a wheelchair-bound, 
85-year-old anti-apartheid activist 
under virtual house arrest for years, 
carried a poster to her polling station 
that read, “I’m Voting For Negotia- 
tions — Not F.W.” 

Violence in black townships has 
surged — claiming almost 300 lives — 
since de Klerk called for the referen- 
dum.

Wind helps clear Mexican ‘killer’ smog 


MEXICO CITY — Winds pushed much of the air pollution out of the Valley 
of Mexico on Tuesday, enabling city officials to lift the most drastic emergency 
smog control measures ever imposed in the capital. 

Isabel Penalosa of the smog control commission said the controls, ordered 
Monday evening, were no longer in effect as of 10 p.m. (11 p.m. EST). 

The valley slowly filled with a gray-brown haze after a clear dawn, but ozone 
levels peaked at 153, less than half the record 398 recorded Monday. 

The city ordered industrial production cut between 50 percent and 75 
percent and doubled the number of cars banned from operating, affecting 
about 1 million motorists. Most schools were closed. 

“Maybe it was a little better today without the cars,” said Juan Arozamena, 
who sells soft drinks from an ice-filled tub near Paseo de la Reforma, one of the 
capital’s busiest streets. 

“Yesterday people got headaches and their throats got dry. Business was 
beautiful.” 

Officials said new measures would be announced soon, but did not elaborate. 

While ozone is invisible, the levels of other pollutants in the air rise with it. 

Specialists at the National Autonomous University of Mexico say prolonged 
exposure to ozone retards lung development in infants, increases lead levels in 
blood and diminishes mental capacity. 

It can lead to lung problems such as emphysema, or make existing cases 
worse. 

Some of the damage is irreversible.

Heart bypass rate lower for minorities 


CHICAGO — Older blacks get heart-bypass operations only about a fourth 
as often as older whites and medical reasons don’t explain the difference, 
according to the largest study of its kind. 

The most striking differences in bypass rates occurred in the rural South- 
east, where whites got the operations seven times as often as blacks under 
Medicare. The federal program picks up most of the tab for physician and 
hospital services for Americans over age 65. “This is the first study of its kind 
that used a complete national data base of insured persons,” said author 
Kenneth C. Goldberg, a medical student at the Medical College of Wisconsin. 

Nationally, bypass rates were 27.1 operations per 10,000 whites (40.4 for 
white men and 16.2 for white women) but only 7.6 operations per 10,000 blacks 
(9.3 for black men, 6.4 for black women) researchers said. 

“We need to know exactly where the breakdown in the system is,” said 
co-author Dr. Arthur J. Hartz. “Is it that blacks do not seek care, prefer not to 
have high technology care or don’t trust their physicians?” 


Videotape is Rodney King’s testimony 


SIMI VALLEY, Calif. — The prosecution rested its assault case against 
four white policemen Tuesday without calling the black motorist they are 
accused of beating. 

Defense lawyers argued that the prosecution had not presented sufficient 
evidence to support a conviction of the officers. Superior Court Judge Stanley 
Weisberg disagreed and denied motions for acquittal. 

The defense said it would begin calling witnesses Wednesday. 

Sgt. Stacey Koon, 41, and Officers Timothy Wind, 31, Theodore Briseno, 39, 
and Laurence Powell, 29, are charged with the March 3, 1991, beating of 
Rodney King, who had been stopped after a high-speed chase. 

The beating was videotaped by a neighborhood resident and its broadcast 
sparked national outrage over police brutality. The case v1 heightened racial 
tensions in Los Angeles. 

The last of 21 prosecution witnesses Ws a police detdetive Ao ident}fied 
Brisend on the tape and pointed out*wherethe kicked King ” 

“The videotape is Rodney King’s testimony,” said ree Lerman, King’s 
attorney. “He can’t add anything beyond what is on the videotape. He was too 
busy getting his head pounded.” 

The prosecution’s case focused heavily on Powell, who is accused of striking 
most of the baton blows against King.

Economic inequality 
debated at tourney 


Last semester a new Debate Club formed 
on campus to promote intelligent debate of 
current issues facing the world. The club’s 
goals include restoring an intercollegiate De- 
bate Team on campus. The Daily Universe 
supports this goal. 

As part of this effort, the Honors Student 
Council and the Speech and Debate Club are 
sponsoring a one on one, or Lincoln-Douglas, 
debate tournament later this month. 

From March 31 through April 9, students 
will debate whether economic inequality in 
America is unethical. Economies is the hot- 
test issue during this year’s presidential elec- 
tion, and it should be. The middle class is 
disappearing as the salary gap widens. The 
Philadelphia Inquirer reported that between 
1980 and 1989, the combined salaries of peo- 
ple in the $20,000 to $50,000 income group — 
the heart of the middle class — increased 44 
percent. During that same period the com- 
bined salaries of people earning $1 million or 
more a year increased 2,184 percent. 

However, others argue that economic dis- 
parity is part of the American way of life and 
an inevitable consequence of economic free- 
dom. To declare economic disparity unethical 
would be to deny our right to economic free- 
dom. 

The issue has particular significance for 
BYU students. As we make decisions about 
our own education and future income levels, 


the ethical question of economic inequality 
must be ¢orisidered as our priorities are es- 
tablished. 

This topic was also chosen because eco- 
nomic ethics is important to all students, re- 
gardless of their majors. 

This debate tournament will provide an 
opportunity for students to discuss both sides 
of the economic issue. And as BYUSA’s de- 
bate tournament will not take place this year, 
this tournament will provide the only chance 
for students to debate on campus this year. 

The 1992 Winter Debate Tournament is a 
chance for students to show the administra- 
tion the importance debate plays in develop- 
ing critical and analytical thinking. 

Registration deadline for the tournament 
is March 24. Students can sign up in room 302 
of the Maeser Building, or call 371-4044 for 
information. 

The top four contestants will also receive 
cash prizes.

But the “double deal” idea is 
intriguing:

It is a deal 


To the Editor: 

The recent “double deal” proposal for foot- 
ball and basketball tickets has come under 
heavy criticism. Most of the criticism has 
come from those who describe themselves as 
avid football fans who feel that they are being 
punished by having to purchase basketball 
tickets in order to get football seats in the 
east stands. 

However, such criticism is undeserved. An 
analysis of the actual effect of the “double 
deal” plan shows that no one is hurt by the 
plan, and in fact, the avid football fan is actu- 
ally benefited. 

To explain the effect of the double deal 
plan,let’s look at the following three groups of 
fans and the effect of the ticket plan on each of 
them. 

1. Those who buy basketball tickets only: 
The new plan has no effect on this group of 
fans. 

2. Those who buy both basketball and foot- 
ball tickets: The new plan clearly benefits this 
group. of fans by giving them bétter football 
tickets (all tickets will be in the east stands). 

3. Those who buy football tickets only: It is 


important to remember that the “double 
deal” plan does not require fans to buy bas- 
ketball tickets in order to get football tickets. 
The new plan simply gives better seating to 
those who buy both sets of tickets. However, 
assuming that everyone in this third group 
participates in the “double deal” in order to 
get the best possible football seats, the net 
result is that this group of fans will pay a $30 
premium for better football tickets (based on 
15 basketball games at $2 per ticket). Many 
“avid football fans” I know would gladly pay 
$30 to have all their tickets in the east stands, 
even without receiving season basketball 
tickets in return. For those who are worried 
about not being able to afford purchasing 
both sets of tickets, consider the following 
two points: First, students can easily sell a 
set of basketball tickets for what they paid for 
them. In fact, students could probably sell 
the tickets for twice what they paid for them 
(the general public pays $5 per ticket com- 
pared to $2 for students. In addition, the 
tickets to the Utah-BYU game alone are 
probably worth at least $10 each). Second, 
the value of student football tickets will 
greatly increase by having all of the seats in 
the east stands. What do you think an east 
stand seat for the Penn State or UCLA game 
would be worth as compared to a seat in the 
endzone? (Note: I am not necessarily advo- 
cating scalping, just responding to a concern 
based on economies by referring to econom- 
ics). 

It is human nature to criticize first and 
think later. Once we stop and think about the 
“double deal” plan it seems clear that the plan 
will not hurt any students, and indeed, will 
benefit many.

cover there need not be an attitude of 
conflict in any subject. 

“If we are to maintain our focus, we 
must study the gospel daily.

Y student sees life and death 
while helping Haitian refugees

Goosebumps spread over his arms 
as he sits staring at the television 
screen. Pleas for asylum echo through 
his brain. 

The past month has been both 
physically and emotionally exhaust- 
ing for Dane Watkins. The 21-year- 
old political science major from Idaho 
Falls, Idaho, spent thirty days in 
Cuba’s Guantanamo Bay interpreting 
for Haitian refugees. 

Watkins worked for the asylum of- 
fice in the United States Department 
of Justice. He served a mission in 
Haiti and speaks Creole. 

Watkins played a videotape he 
recorded during his trip. The first 
scene was of a Coast Guard cutter 
retrieving refugees from a_ boat. 
These Haitian boats are nothing more 
than a few sticks tied together with a 
makeshift sail. 

Watkins said as many as 190 
refugees.,would. travel. eight.:or. nine 
days in these rafts without food or 
sanitation. 

Once the cutter was in sight, the 
people were so anxious to get off the 
raft, they sometimes crowded to one 
side, causing it to capsize, he said. 

“To the refugees, the Coast Guard 
is salvation,’ Watkins said. He 
shared the plight of one woman who 
wanted her baby to reach protection

so badly, she tossed the child from her 
boat to the Coast Guard. 

Once the refugees were on board 
the cutter, they were given IVs for 
malnutrition. “Because their bodies 
were so blistered from the sun, dehy- 
drated and malnourished, some died 
immediately after receiving the IV,” 
Watkins said. 

After reaching the camps at Guan- 
tanamo Bay, each refugee received a 
numbered bracelet and an identifica- 
tion card. “Most of the people are illit- 
erate and have to sign their names 
with ‘X’s,” Watkins said. 

The refugees are placed in one of 
seven camps each accommodating 
about 2,000 people. They can shower 
every other day, do laundry, play 
games and watch films provided by 
the military. 

As an interpreter, Watkins medi- 
ated between the applicant and the 
asylum officer in the pre-screening in- 
terview where the refugees had to 
prove they were in danger from the 
military. ; porn 4 

“The people were afraid their sto- 
ries weren’t confidential and would be 
given to the Haitian military who 
would seek to kill them,” he said. 

Watkins said the hardest part of 
the job was the emotional exhaustion 
from the stories he heard. “The atroc- 
ities were incredible,” he said. 

He shared the devastating story of 
a 15-year-old boy who went looking

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for his father one night and found him 
shot dead in the street. When the boy 
returned home, his mother had been 
killed and his house destroyed. The 
boy got on a boat with his last ounce of 
hope. 

However, the highlight of Watkins’ 
trip was his return trip home. He es- 
corted 152 Haitians to Miami, the 
refugees’ Promised Land. 

Most of the people had never been 
in cars and yet they got to experience 
airplanes, escalators and _ air-condi- 
tioning. 

“T felt so good to know they knew 
they were safe,” Watkins said. 

Twenty babies were born to 
refugee women during his stay. One 
was named Watkins after the inter- 
preter. 

Watkins had a number of reasons 
for leaving school for 30 days to aid 
the government. One major reason 
was he loves the people and desires to 
serve them. 

While he was a missionary, the 

Haiti mission abruptly . closed. one 

month before Watkins’ original re- 
lease date. He said he felt a little 
cheated in not completing the full 
two-year term. “This opportunity 
was a way for me to finish my mis- 
sion,” he said. 

The experience provided Watkins 
with more information about immi- 
gration laws and how the government 
works.

Y students, 
tenants can 
get legal help

Many BYU students are in the dark 
when it comes to the law and their 
rights as tenants, Utah Legal Ser- 
vices can help BYU students under- 
stand Utah housing laws and explain 
how tenants can take legal action if 
necessary. 

One question students have asked 
Utah Legal Services is if landlords 
can legally accrue interest from their 
security deposits. 

Carrie Hamilton, a landlord tenant 
paralegal from Utah Legal Services, 
said, “Landlords can legally accrue in- 
terest on security deposits.” 

Hamilton said by law, “The landlord 
does not have to pay any interest to 
the tenant unless it is specified in the 
contract.” 

Withholding and deducting rent for 
repairs are also issues facing some 
tenants. 

“Two Utah court case decisions 
that gave tenants the option of with- 
holding rent for repairs were made in 
September or October of ’91,” Hamil- 
ton said. 

“The court decision stated that ten- 
ants do have the right to withhold 
rent for appropriate repairs in some 
cases. 

“In order to withhold rent there 
must be a hazard. For example, no 
heat in the winter due to a faulty 
heater would constitute an uninhabit- 
able living condition and would merit 
rent withholding,” Hamilton said. “A 
worn carpet is no cause for withhold- 
ing rent. There must be a clear stan- 


dards or health code violation,” she . 


said. 

Chris Marocchi, a 24-year-old pub- 
lic relations major from Danville, 
Calif., said, “When my roommates 
and I moved into our apartment in the 
Riviera last fall, we noticed that the 
linoleum in the bathrooms was curling 
back, leaving a big gap between the 
vanity area and the bathroom entry. 

“We put in a work order not only 
twice in September, but again in Jan- 
uary and in February. Although we 
were told the job was a ‘top priority,’ 
we haven’t seen any work done,” 
Marocchi said. 

“When I called BYU Off-Campus 
Housing, I was told that even though 
it might be a potential health hazard, 
it didn’t warrant a rent refund,” he 
said. 

Hamilton said tenants must tell the 
landlord about problems before de- 
ducting anything from their rent for 
repairs. 

“A tenant has two means of action. 
One is to make the repairs themselves 
and then sue the complex in small 
claims court for the cost, or deduct 
from rent,” Hamilton said. 

Hamilton also said there are no rent 
ceilings in Utah Valley. 

“Once the lease is over the landlord 
can:raise the.rent.to whatexer-he*or 

she wants. "Che ‘landlord shéuld sive 
the tenant 15 days notice about the 
rent increase,” Hamilton said.

BYU skiteam 
places 5th 
innationals

The BYU men’s ski team earned 
national bragging rights last week as 
the Cougars skied to a fifth-place fin- 
ish at the NCAA national ski races in 
Lake Placid, N.Y. 

BYU also has an all-American in 
their midst as Trond Erik Wold, a 
freshman with an undeclared major 
from Oslo, Norway, finished sixth in 
the giant slalom that gave him all- 
American status. 

The top 10 finishers in each event 
are named all-American. 

The Cougars faced tough competi- 
tion from national champion Sierra 
Nevada College. Sierra Nevada 
sported three World Cup skiers from 
Yugoslavia. 

“We had hoped to do better than 
fifth,” assistant coach Darlene Muir- 
head said. 

“Our training went well, but we did 
not put it together for the races,” 
Murihead said. 

Following Wold’s sixth-place finish 
in the giant slalom were Mark Nor- 
ton, a junior majoring in physical 
plant administration from Moraga, 
Calif., who placed 18th and Brett 
Johnson, a freshman with an unde- 
clared major from Park City, with a 
48th-place finish. 

The combined results were good 
enough to give the Cougars a sev- 
enth-place team finish, BYU im- 
proved one spot in the slalom with a 
sixth-place team finish. 

Troy O’Bey, a sophomore majoring 
_in communications from Duluth, 
Minn., led the way with a 20th-place 
finish. 

O’Bey came back from a sub-par 
first run only to rip the slopes for the 
18th-fastest time on the second run, 

“Troy skied well his second run,” 
Muirhead said. 

Following O’Bey was Norton, with 
22nd place, Bart Thompson, a sopho- 
more majoring in plant administra- 
tion from Seattle, with a 24th-place 
finish and Johnson, who ended up 41st 
overall. Wold fell on the first run 
and did not finish. 

Central Oregon Community Col- 
lege and the University of Nevada- 
Reno followed Sierra Nevada College 
finished in second and third place re- 
spectively.

Thornock moved to a club where 
she remained a member until sev- 
enth grade when the club made some 
organizational decisions that she 
didn’t like. 

At this time Thornock moved to the 
club Gymagic, where she competed 
until she came to BYU. 

Thornock did not compete for her 
high school team in Elk Grove Calif. 
because the quality and level of the 
high school teams in her area were not 
as good as the club teams. 

Thornock had thought that she 
would go to BYU all her life because 
she is a member of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and 
she would have family nearby. 

After her recruiting road trip to 


BYU, she was sure BYU was the 
place for her. Thornock said she was 
impressed with the BYU coaches and 
team when she came to visit. 

Cattermole said she was glad 
Thornock came to BYU. Since she 
was highly recruited, Thornock had 
the opportunity to go elsewhere. 

Thornock’s favorite event is the 
floor because she likes to dance and 
she can convert her nervousness into 
energy and enthusiasm to improve 
the routine. 

Thornock said being nervous dur- 
ing other events can lead to mistakes. 
“If youre nervous on the beam you 
fall off.” 

Thornock said sometimes it is diffi- 
cult to be together as a team because 
everyone competes individually. 
“You have to concentrate on yourself 
to be a team.” 

Thornock was impressed with the 
team spirit in the meet against Utah 
State University. She said when one 
person would mess up, the rest of the 
team did really well to make up for the 
lower individual score. 

Thornock said she thought she 
would do well in college competition 


_ but she is surprised at the high scores 


she has been earning on the vault. 
Thornock said college scores are a 
couple tenths of a point higher than 
they were in club competition which is 
nice. 

Thornock said, “We earn the (higher) 
scores.” 

Thornock has not declared a major 
and said college life wasn’t as much of 
an adjustment as she thought it would 
be. She said she had an image of her- 
self flunking out of school but found 
that she has earned the same grades 
as she did in high school. Thornock 
said that it has been hard for her to do 
all her school work along with com- 
peting. She said she doesn’t get much 
homework done on the road. 

Thornock is the seventh of 10 chil- 
dren in her family.

Merrill Cook 
vows reform 
in education

In an effort to bring education into 
the limelight of Utah politics, guber- 
natorial candidate Merrill Cook an- 
nounced a five-point budget plan for 
education Monday. 

Cook decried the decline in student 
achievement and teacher salary rank- 
ing in Utah over the past 25 years. “It 
is simply unfair and unrealistic to ex- 
pect above-average teaching if we 
cannot pay teachers at least the na- 
tional average.” 


In his five-point plan, Cook said | 


there are as many administrators in 
Utah’s public education system as 
there are teachers. This is well off the 


historical norm of one administrator | 


for every two teachers, he said. 

As governor, Cook said he would 
push for legislation to cut the number 
of school districts from 40 to 25. He 
would also push for more governmen- 
tal control over classroom funding, 
eliminating what he calls the “trickle- 
down effect.” 

Cook said less than 45 percent of 
the state budget goes to pay teachers’ 
salaries. He said he’d like to see that 
figure above 50 percent. 

Cook said better paid teachers will 
teach better and pointed to a chart 
indicating a corresponding decline in 
average salary rankings and student 
achievement based on nationwide 
standardized tests.
